4. Also at the Deputies' Meeting there was considerable discussion of a joint project 
with the Department of the Air Force which will cost about $6 million. Dick Bissell posed 
two questions: first, whether we should finance any of this project, and, second, whether 
we should undertake a part of the procurement. This entire matter is subject to further 
discussion with the Air Force and others. However, Dick felt that if we are going to finance 
a part of it we should not put up more than $2 million. He also felt that there might be some 
merit in undertaking the procurement inasmuch as we could probably do it faster and more 
securely. This would, of course, be a legitimate claim on the Contingency Reserve. In 
this connection, Dick said that some things which we had thought we would go to the Reserve 
for are not going to materialize and, therefore, our withdrawals will not be as heavy as he 
had previously anticipated.
